Breakagre ol tbe Only Water Main Last 


Mvenlmr—How It was Done. 


EVERYTHING LOVELY TO-DAY. 


At nbont 3:30 o'clock yesterday nftor- 


nooD one section of the only water uriin 
Dccntiir can boast of wns accidentally 
broken at tho foot of South Main street, 
at the branch near tho slaughter house, 
where a contractor was engaged iu driv- 
ing pilea for a new bridge to spun the 
branch. The break was UB sudden ns it 
was unexpected, nnd of course water was 
ut once shut oil' in nil parts of the city, 
while the now pump at tho works could 
not raise n pressure greater than 30 
pounds. It was perhaps an hour after 
the break thnt tho people ronlizod that n 
public onlnmity had occurred, and the 
intereBt was general, pnrtioulnrly among 
the city authorities, tho merchants, man- 
ufacturers, hotel keepers, and others. 


HOW IT HAPPBNBD. 


A few minutes nfter tho break a It&ri'ii- 


LIOAN reporter visited the scene, and 
found Mayor Ob ambers nnd Superintend- 
ent Shorb on hand, making preparations 
to repair the bronk. 
The contractor 


tmildiug the bridge is C. F. McDonald. 
He had rigged up a vile-driving machine 
operated by mule power, and was sinking 
nn oak piJeS inolipB iu diameter with nlfiOO 
pound hnmmer. Ho followed tho plniin 
itud iipeoiflcations for the bridge which 
wore drawn by Q. V. Loring, nnd had 
commenced sinking the pile clow) to the 
east Bide of the 12-hioh iron water mam, 
which is fivo-eighthn of an inch thick.

Shorb acted as a faithful lieutenant, aid- 
ed by PatBoy Maher, John Holland and 
Hike Scully, who got down into the water 
nd dug and worked nobly to perform nn 
mportant service in which tho whole

was personally interested. 


ACtor the water had boon pumped out 
with a pump kindly furnished by Mr. 
Tohu Imboden, tho earth about the pipe 
vas removed, when it was found that the 
iilo, which had been sunk only a foot bc- 
ow tho pipe, had been driven close up lo 
lie east sido of tho main and that the 
iressuro against it was so great that tho 
>ipo was sprung nnd broken on thooppo-
